4. With respect to claims 1 ,10, 16, and 25, the prior art fails to disclose or 
suggest "non-memory mapped non-volatile region including one or more non- 
memory mapped executable instructions to initialize the data processing system", 
"copying a page including a second initialization instruction from non-memory 
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mapped firmware to a second memory region, translating an address in ttie 
second initialization Instruction to a physical address of the copied page in the 
second memory region", "non-memory mapped non-volatile region including one 
or more non-memory mapped executable Instructions to initialize the data 
processing system" and "copying a page including a second initialization 
instruction from non-memory mapped firmware to a second memory region, 
translating an address in the second initialization instruction to a physical 
address of the copied page in the second memory region", respectively.
